Blockade the Doors. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—The session 


in the house was given over to pensions 
Friday. There were fifty representa- 
tives on the floor and fifty times that 
number of visitors in the gallery. The 
hum of the clerk's voice as he read off 
the titles of the bills was scarcely in- 
terrupted . by an occasional sugges- 
tion from Messrs. Jones, of Virginia, or 
Stalling-, of Mississippi, or from some 
other of the chronic objectors from the 
south.

hour of adjournment on March 4 is 
already fully accounted for. Machin- 
ery of legislation is grinding slowly, 
and under such conditions all legiti- 
mate efforts for the passage of the 
thousand and one schemes now in the 
balance must be abandoned to the 
lobby.

The corridors of the capitol are 


thronged with so-called attorneys and 
the friends of various measures. Trick- 
'ery, logrolling and covert attack have 
their inning and the members of the 
conference committees will be subject 
to most tremendous pressure, while 
they are sought in every direction and 
button-holed as they passed- through 
the halls. 


The general deficiency bill, the last 


but one of the thirteen great appropri- 
tion bills, occupied the Attention of 
the Senate Friday. There waS twit one 
important amendment reported to it 
from the committee on appropriations, 
and that was one appropriating 51,809,- 
539, to pay a judgment in favor of the 
Southern Pacific Railway Co. for gov- 
ernment transportation. 


By some shrewd maneuvering the 


amendment-was carried by the vote of 
33 to 24.

LOSS OF LIFE.

The Wreck on the Inter-oceanic 


Railway in Mexico. 


Sixty^Five Pilgrims Killed, Many Be- 


ing Women and Children. 


Train Jumps the Track on » Carve and 


Bolls Down an Embankment—Victims 


Literally "Pulled; to Pieces to S»»« 


Them From the Tiro. 


CITY OF MEXICO, March's.'—The-loss 


of life in the wreck in the Intel-oceanic 
railway was made known Friday even- 
Ing: 
Sixty-five persons were killed 


and forty injured. The death list is 
likely to be increased, as several pas- 
sengers who were brought back in the 
wrecking train are expected to die 
within twenty-font'hours. 


A wrecking- train arrived here Fri- 


day morning from the scene of the ac- 
.oident. It brought forty persons who 
had been injured in the crash, and Dr. 
Alfred Bray, Dr. -Francis Crosson and 
two other surgeons who were sent out 
Friday afternoon soon after the news 
of the disaster_was received here.- 


Many persons were left dead near 


the spot where the-train left the rails; 
others were on the point of death, and 
of those who were brought back ten or 
twelve can not possibly recover. 


The crew of the wrecking train told 


the first detailed story of the accident. 
The train consisted of ten coaches. It 
•was chartered to pilgrims from Ame- 
cameca. It was* filled with pilgrims, 
inany of them women and children. 
About twenty-eight miles from the 
capital, and midway between Toma- 
'matla and Tenango, there is a steep 
down grade. On one side of the track 
Wasted rock forms a high wall, on the 
other side a steep descent. 
- 
. 


At a point where the descent reach- 


es down about thirty feet the track 
makes a sharp curve. 
The trains 


usually round it at half speed, but for 
a reason not yet ascertained the engi- 
neer tried j to take it without slowing 
down. 
Either the rails spread or the 


engine jumped the track. 


The engine and tender broke loose 


from the coaches and rolled down the 
embankment. 
The coaches ran off 


about fifty yards farther on. The 
rear coaches crashed down against the 
engine and tender and trestle, and 
went to pieces at the foot of the .em- 
bankment. 
. 


Five coaches were smashed so as to 


be little more than a pile of splintered 
boards and beams and twisted iron. 
About twenty passengers were able to 
extricate themselves without severe 
injury, and they began rescuing those 
who were pinioned under the wreck. 


Four women were found with their 


arms crushed and immovable under 
the beams and twisted axles. 
They 


lay near the engine, and were scream- 
ing for fear of the flames. 


After all efforts to clear them had 


proved vain, they were torn loose, one 
of them losing her arm from the 
shoulder, another her arm from the 
elbow, and each of the other two hav-< 
ing both arms crushed and legs' ter- 
ribly mutilated. 


Three of the four will die. The chil- 


dren of one family lay dead together 
under an upset car itruck. Their mother 
lay near by -with her skull crushed and 
one leg gone. The father escaped with 
only a broken shoulder, although he 
was on the same seat with the three 
children who were killed. 


Fragments of arms and legs were 


Btrewn through the wreckage, and sev- 
eral of the bodies were so mutilated 
that no attempt to identify them would 
be made. 


"When the doctors arrived on the 


wrecking train they found forty pil- 
grims near the wreck,and five who had 
not yet been taken from the ruins be- 
cause there was no way of cutting them 
loose. The five were rescued first and 
put on a train. 
' 


The doctors worked for five hours to 


get the injured into condition to make 
the journey back. Every one of-the 
forty was spattered with blood from 
come open wound. 


Three men had lost half their scalps. 


Four had fractured skulls. Six women 
were so badly injured in the back 
and abdomen "that it was feared they 
would die before reaching the city. - 


All the doctors agree that the scenes 


at the wreck and in the coaches during 
their journey home were the most hor- 
rible in their experiences. 


"When the train came into the station 


the forty injured passengers were 
stretched"at full length, helpless from 
their wounds. All the pilgrims were 
Mexicans. The engineer and conduc- 
tor of the train are supposed to have 
escaped serious injurj', and have fled 
to the.woods.

The Convict Murderer Psiys the I'ennlty 


at Frankfort. Ky.

McGee met death on the scaffold in 
the j ail yard here at 0:30 a. m. Friday. 


McGee. was firm to the last. As he 


approached the 
scaffold through a, 


window in the jail, accompanied by 
Father 
Oneal,

Gobber, 


Sheriff Armstrong and Deputies Sul- - 
livan and Holten, he appeared the 
most composed of all. 
He look- 


ed around over the crowd stand- 
ing with hoisted umbrellas in the driz- 
zling rain, and on 
near neighbor- 


ing housetops and the telegraph poles 
and the fences while the ropes ancLhar- - 
ness \vere being adjusted about his 
neck and arms and legs. 


Father O'neal shook hands with him 


on the scaffold, and the prisoner said a 
parting word in a whisper. 


He did not address the crowd nor 


make any statement. 


The- cap was adjusted by Deputy 


Sheriff Sullivan, and as the minute for 
,,tbe 
execution approached the crowd 


began to shrink back. 


McGee stood perfectly erect when 


the trap was sprung and the body shot 
down through the opening and hung 
dangling in'the air. Two men fainted 
at the scene and were carried irto the 
courthouse. For the first few minutes 
the body showed slight twitching, fol- 
lowed by convulsions. 


The neck was not broken and death 


was produced by strangulation, Sur-. 
geon Reynolds pronouncing- the body 
a coTpse*in thirteen minutes from the 
time the trap was sprung. 


McGee was dressed in a neat black 


suit of clothes, white lay-down collar 
and black cravat. 


,He retired at an early hour and 


slept well Thursday night. He had to 
be awakened by Jailer Williams Friday 
morning at five o'clock.

leisurely, ate a hearty breakfast oft 
fried oysters, crackers, eggs, pickles, 
and coffee.

AIR DOES NOT KILL.' 
. 


Th» DVbtd J*rec»dln|t a Shot Found t* B» 


The'old belief that projectiles Rome- 


times kill men in battle without hitting 
them must be abandoned in view of re- 
cent scientific experiments. It was for- 
merly supposed that the air compressed 
and driven' 'Ijefore the projectile, and 
technically called "the wind of,, the 
shot," was capable of striking a fatal 
blow, -and even army surgeons have as- 
sented to this theory. 


But, 
says Youth's Companion; ex-- 


perlmenta have shown that the air 
driven by a projectile, while capable of 
ibeing instantaneously .photographed In 
the form of a wave, does' not possess 
sufficient energy to produce any de- 
structive effect. 


Another theory which recent Investi- 


gations have overturned is that the ex- 
plosive effect sometimes exhibited by 
bullets is due to compressed air , driven 
.into tlie wound. - 


Experience shows that the appear- 


ance of explosion arises from the na- 
ture of the substance penetrated l>y the 
bullet. If this substance is plastic or 
watery, the impulse of the projectile is 
distributed laterally in all directions 
among its particles, and they are driven 
asunder. 


Such an effect has been noticed In 


battle when bullets have entered the 
brain, and accusations of using explo- 
sive projectiles, contrary to the comity 
of nations, have been base'd upon them. 
By firing bullets into wet 'dough, every 
Indication of an explosion has been pro- 
duced, although the same bullets, fired 
with identical velocity, into solid sub- 
stances like bone, made only round, 
clean-cut boles.

SUMATRA TOBACCO. 


Some of the Difficultly Aj«ln»t Which 


Growers of the Weed Contnnd. 


Only the strongest and most ex- 


perienced coolies can properly cultivate 
an acre and a quarter, I ind even with 
them'tho last third .of the field is much 
-inferior to the rest. Besides/says Good 
Words, tobacco is attacked by several 
insect enemies, and .particularly by 
small green caterpillars and large 
grasshoppers. In tobacco intended for 
"filling," or manufacture, a few holes 
on the leaf are of less consequence, but 
"wrappers," to be of any use, must be 
without a flaw, and the "worms," Tin-- 
less carefully hand-picked, will reduce 
the profits to a very small margin. 


Another peculiarity is that if tie to- 


bacco is flooded, even to the depth of 
an bach, 'it. instantly perishes, and a 
large part of the expenses of an estate 
consists of an elaborate system of 
"parits," or' drains, to carry off storm 
water— a difficult' thing to do in the 
level coast districts. At length the 
leaves of first-planted '.trees" .begin to 
wrinkle and show yellow spots, and 
now the peculiar labor system comes 
into action. Each aftenfddn the coolie 
cuts his ripened tobacco and carries it 
to the "bangsul," or drying shed, of 
which there is one to every ten fields. 


A Singular Acl 


The pupils of the Polytechnic school 


in Paris are, like our naval and army 
cadets at Annapolis and West Point, re- 
nowned for their learning and disci- 
pline; but also, like our own cadets, oc- 
casionally they become restive and 
break bounds. Recently some of the 
pupils met with a singular adventure.

Some Hideous Landmarks or me Age or 


Slavery-SttH Standing, f 


Ira> O. Farney'i Journey from New Orleans 
. to El Pasco, and Some ^Interesting Ob- 


servation* of His Trip—The People 


- -' 
Met, Their Customs, and Habits. 


Leaving the quaint old city of New 


Orleans at 10.05 a. m., the 26th ult., we 
sped -"across the southern part of 
Louisiana, - via Southern Pacific rail- 
road. 
The,route passes through a 


country full of'-interest to a northern 
man." 
Everything is different—the 


people and their costumes, the houses 
and above all, the climate and vege- 
tation. The people are of the charac- 
•teristic - southern type, and 
darkies 


are in abundance; their head-gear gene- 
rally a broad straw hat, such as is 
worn by northern "hayseeds" through 
the scorching suns of July, the rest of 
their apparel betokening the sunny 
climate; the,houses are low and con- 
spicuous for their large verandas, ex- 
tending all the way around the struc- 
ture; the climate reminds one of his 
dreams of-the sunny land -beyond; and 
the vegetation 
is _decidedly tropical, 


blending perfectly with the. climate, 
and its inviting environments. 


We passed through miles of cypress 


swamps in the eastern part of the 
state, so dense that the eye could pene- 
trate them but a short distance. There 
is a gauzy Spanish moss, resembling 
cobwebs-;-growing on the trnnks: and 
branches:bf the trees, hanging.,down- 
ward almost to the ground.. The moist 
warm climate, especially on .the Gulf 
copst, produces ;an. exceedingly, lavish 
grow.th of feriis, palms and all endo- 
genous plants and forests of the fragrant 
magnolia,-acacia, linden,; and pome- 
granate;. 
. 
_ 
• 


But we soon left;the picturesque, if 


not profitable portion of. conn try; • and 
emerged into a-more cultivated section, 
famous for its sugar plantations. The 
sugar, cane had been harvested but in 
many places, it bad not been hauled 
from the fields and was lying in huge 
stacks on the ground—and such cane- 
some of-the stalks ,-w.ere fully; two 
inches ; in 
diameter. 
Many side 


tracks on the .railroad contained scores 
of .cars, loaded ;with the sacharine 
stalks, awaiting shipment. We tourists 
were an unruly set of fellows ; so that 
sometimes when our7train stopped near 
one of these cars, the temptation to 
help ourselves to the cane secured 
the best of our elastic consciences. 


It was sweet of course and rendered 


still'sweeter, because it causes our 
minds to turn to the halcyon days of 
boyhood, when we thought sugar 
cane to be the best thing out 


Throughout this state, as well aa 


Tennessee, Alabama and Mississippi, 
are 
landmarks 
of 
the 
cursed" 


practice of slavery tlrat disgraced the 
otherwise fair South but a generation 
ago. Dotted all over these magnificent 
plantations, are little huts, of ^perhaps 
12x15 
feet, the former homes (?) of 


slaves. 
The corroding hand of time 


has dealt the feeble structures many a 
blow. The mud chimneys have top- 
pled over, <?oors hang from one hinge,, 
or are conspicuous for their absence. 


I wondered why the owners do not 


destroy these hideous landmarks. We 
think they would want such.-. con- 
stant .references of the great sin, for 
which they must appear in judgment, 
removed..-: But to them those r.ecollect- 
ions may not be so grim—perhaps they, 
view the. matter differently. -Who: 
knows? 
.. 


The negroes, generally speaking.now 


live in houses of their own, which, 
while they will not compare with their 
former master's in luxury and elegance, 


-yet they, have an air of freedom and 
prosperity about them that is gratify- 
ing. 
As a race, they are gradually 


coming to the front, many of them 
being successful business men, and 
still more are prosperous farmers. 


At 7:35 we bade adieu to Louisana, 


and tackled the state of Texas, It cer- 
tainly will not be news to the reader 
that this is a very large state ; but to 
fully realize it one must travel through 
it 
From Orange, on the Sabine river 


to El Paso, on the Eio Grande, the dis- 
tance is 952 miles, and this great 
stretch of country is all across the one 
state of Texas. Nearly every variety 
of climate, soil and scenery is found in 
this 
immense state. There is the 


humid atmosphere of the semi-tropics 
along the Gulf coast, where the mean 
temperature is about 72 decrees; the 
rolling prairie lands, rich and fruitful, 
stretching up to the great tableland of 
theJJlano'Estacado.(staked plains), and 
then the mountains. The vegetation 
of the lower zone is, of course, more 
profuse than the others, and the rain 
fall greater, this diminishing,, from 
about 55 inches annual fall near the 
gulf to about 12 inches on the Staked 
Plain. The prairie belt is beautifully 
wooded with live oak and deciduous 
forest trees. When the mountains are 
reached, the face of the country is 
more open, giving scope to those far- 
reaching and glorious-landscapes so de- 
lightful to the viewer. 
- 


Speaking of mountains, one would 


h ardly think tb ose "hills" that sur- 
rounded "us occasionally on the Staked 
Plain, are mountains, so gradual is the 
ascension. Alltbat apprises one of the 
elevation is the continual snorting of 
the iron horse climbing the grade, and 
the gradual change from a warm and 
verdant country to a cold and arid one. 


To us the Staked Plain is not sublime. 


It is too desolate. There are stretches 
of perhaps twenty-five miles with no 
signs of human habitation. Then when 
signs of living did appear, it was in the 
shape of an adobe 'Mexican hut, the 
sight of which is interesting but not 
entertaining. Tbe walls of these huts 
are built of sun-dried blocks of mud, 
and the roofs are flat and composed oi 


grass and sticks. Blankets suffice for 
doors; and windows, either have-not 
been invented, or are a luxury^ with 
which the7dwellings: have not been 
endowed. The base and altitude of the 
men's hats is about 20 inches and they 
invariably have "blankets wrapped 
abou t .them and a.. cigarette in, their 
months. 
:- The women remind one of 


genuine gypsies-^that is the best we 
catTdescribe them. 


Tbe highest altitude reached on the 


Staked Plain by this route is at Paisano 
it being 5082 feet. From there we grad- 
ually descended till we reached El Paso, 
the last station in the state, at 11:15 a. 
m. Monday, the 2Sth nit ~ 


This is a fine little city,- 3715 feet 


above sea level. Hearing so mnch^ of 
the pi ace, as well as Paso del Norte 
(now 
officially Ciudad Juarez,) Mexico, 


just across the Kio Grande river we de- 
cided to stop over one day. 


El Paso is a mixture of an American 


and Mexican city. There are enough 
of our people there to give it push and 
energy, but also enough Mexicans, 
with their language and disgusting 
manners, to render, it not the most 
pleasant city in the' United States. 
After dinner we went over to Paso 
Del" Norte. 
A bridge crossing the 


Bio Grande connects the two cities. 
We found but^one native there who 
could speak English, and, as Bill Nye 
would put it, his was-'pigeon English." 
A visit to the old Monk church, which 
was built nearly three hundred years 
ago, was quite interesting. It stands 
almost in the center of the city, and is 
still used for worship. Nearly ad join- 
ing the church is the amphitheater, 
where bull fights are almost a daily 
occurrence. The same style of adobe 
houses that we saw on the Staked 
Plain prevails there, with the excep- 
tion that some oi the more wealthy 
citizens have treated their -walls 
to a coat of cement and whitewash. 
However, there were some fine build- 
ings there, but .as nearly as we could 
learn, they were erected by people 
from the-United States, who have em- 
barked in business there. 


We were glad to get back to El Paso, 


from whence, after spending a night, 
we .sped.away on our journey. .
